The downtrend in Los An 
geles living costs this month 
was brought, about entirely by 
a 1.1 percent decline in foot 
costs, which more, than offset 
a slight gain of 0.1 percent in 
clothing costs, and a 2.6 per 
;ent increase in house furnish 
ngs.

The most important factor 
naking for lower food prices 
this month was the sharp sea 
sonal drop of nearly 11 perccn 
in eggs, which ranged betweei 
52 and 59 cents a dozen, with 
an average pi ice of 55.6 cents.

Contributing to the one-tenth 
ncrease in family clothing c 
 now at the highest level s 
the start of the war were 
higher prices for men's overalls 
and work shirts, and fo 
women's rayon hose. House lui 
nishings increased 2.6 percent 
reflecting an upward adjustment 
of costs for some goods of pre 
war quality (especially sprin 
filled living room furniture) as, 
these goods have moved into 
retail stores in greater volume

ary. Hammond, a squad leader 
with the 502nd Parachute In­ 
fantry Regiment of the 101st 
Airborne Division, took charge 

 hen his platoon officers were 
filled in an attack for" some 

high ground.
The sergeant, whose wife, 

Ruth, lives at 1229 Madrid 
street in Torrance, Calif., said 
he "aged three years in;those 
.hree days."

"I had only riflemen left," 
said Hammond. "The Ger­ 
mans threw tanks, artillery and 
machine gun fire at us. But we 
ook the high ground and held 

for two days before with­ 
drawing under heavy artillery 
iheljing.

"During those three days we 
tnockcd out two machine gun 
nests, took six German prison- 

and killed more of the 
enemy than we could count." 

One enemy tank pulled Into

If the owners do not clear the 
weeds, the county's weed abate­ 
ment crews will do so and a 
charge will be included In the 
current tax bills.

A deadline of April 9 for weed 
clearing by lot owners has been 
set for La Canada, Flintrldgc, 
Altadena, Florence-Graham dis­ 
trict, Wlllowbrook, Norwalk, An­ 
geles Mesa, Plco, Sunshine Acres, 
South Whittlcr Heights and San­ 
ta Fe Springs; also, Belvedere 
Gardens, Lakewood Village, Hol­ 
lywood - Sherman district and 
Mesmer City.

The weed abatement program 
in those districts has been ad­ 
vanced in order that lots not 
cleared by owners may be clear­ 
ed more efficiently by mechan­ 
ical methods used by the county 
crews. Property owners In the 
remaining county unincorpora­ 
ted areas will have until May 
16 to clear their lots.

Owners who desire to do the 
work themselves or by contract 
and aro unable to do so by 
deadline will be allowed an ex­ 
tension of time, provided that 
a written request for such ox- 
tension, giving legal description 
of the property, is received prior 
to April 9 by the weed abate­ 
ment section, Department of
